Burglaries can occur while you are out of
town. To help minimize your chances take
the following into consideration:

v Decide whether to stop the mail or
newspaper. Ask a trusted neighbor to
gather them for you. Cancelling service
can signal your absence,

v Have a neighbor park in your driveway or
in front of your home.

v Timers on lights at night tuned to your
normal schedule can show the
appearance of your typical routine,

v Free papers and flyers may stil be left at
residence.

Alarms

Audible alarms notify the burglar.
Monitored alarms notify the police. Very
often an alarm system will limit the time a
burglaris in a home, limiting the amount
of property stolen.

Safes

Asafe can be very useful to safeguard your
items. Research the type of safe you need. A
burglar safe keeps someone from breaking in,
but often does not keep an item from charring
ina fire. Afire safe can keep documents from
burning, but may be easily opened.

Home Inventory
Ahome inventory of valuables can be
extremely important in retrieving your
property and closing a case.

v Make alist of property to include the
make, model and serial number.

v Include portable devices and kids' game
consoles and items as well

v Take pictures of jewelry while wearing it
to show scale. Keep any appraisals with
the inventory list.

v Keep the list in a secure location.

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FRIENDS OF WHITE OAK MINUTES

June 11, 2019

Members present were Shana, Elisse, June, Ken, Chris, Bruce, Rachael, Dave, Shane, Bar-
ry and Pete (staff). Fatmata, Brian and Kim were necessarily absent.

Pete welcomed everyone and noted Lt. Bruce Cole of District 2 as the newest member of
the Board. Lt. Cole took a few moments to intro himself and discuss his over 20 years of
service with the Police.

Minutes Approved by email for May 7, 2019. The Agenda and Minutes were made available
to the public and posted on the website.

Alex Cooper, the Managing Director of the DMV Food Truck Association, was the guest
speaker. DMVFTA is a non-profit with 167 members. They advocate for and promote food/
mall truck businesses and events by lobbying on legislation, coordinating events, provid-
ing tools for potential customers to plan events, and a monthly newsletter. All members
must be certified, licensed and insured. Pete asked Alex to talk about how FOWO could
go about planning their first food truck event. Alex explained the details and how DMVFTA
can help. Dave asked about security needs for a food truck event. Only recommended for
events of 500+. Shana wanted to know the ratio with respect to the number of trucks to
event attendees. Depends on the type of event, but on average it’s one truck per 100 at-
tendees. Rachael asked about fees. The basic assistance from DMVFTA is free, but they
offer paid service for major events. The fee paid by truck vendors is up to the event organ-
izer — many do not charge a fee. Rachael asked how many mobile mall members are
there? 100 Barry asked what an event looks like. Are they complimented by other vendors
like a bounce houses for kids, face painting, music, etc. Each community’s event is differ-
ent and it’s up to the organizer, but DMVFTA does coordinate with other services if need-
ed.

Pete introduced Luis Estrada, Planner Coordinator for Area 2 at the Planning Department.
Luis gave some background on what he does at Planning. Then he and Pete gave an over-
view of White Oak Science Gateway Master Plan via PowerPoint. Shane cited a history of
the area and how they got to the master plan as well as the FDA’s migration. Much of the
credit was rightfully given to LabQuest, a local group of volunteers who advocated for the
FDA’s move to White Oak. The 1990s BRAC Plan eliminated the once Naval facility at the
campus; and the campus was perfect for the FDA to relocate. A vision was created and
then the master plan, resulting in the rezoning of the White Oak area. Ken asked why
FOWO was formed if LabQuest exists. Pete and Shane responded FOWO was created un-
der the Leggett Administration to be more inclusive of the community. While the two may
appear to overlap, FOWO goes beyond the master plan with placemaking, events, commu-
nity engagement and aesthetics. Shana asked what LabQuest was doing today. Shane
responded they are still advocating at all levels of government for the master plan and
legislation that benefits White Oak. They also attend events and stay involved (over)

with the FDA migration plan. Shana asked if a business wishes to locate in White Oak, who
do they contact. Pete said they could reach out to him or the MCED Corporation.

® Lt. Cole announced the Shell Station in White Oak is being taken over by corporate and
employees are losing their jobs. Pete said he would investigate it.

® Shana asked who was going into the Trader Joe’s spot at Lockwood once they move
north to the Town Center? Pete said he would reach out to the center and MCEDCorpora-
tion.

® Luis gave a quick overview of the new Thrive Montgomery 2050 program. It’s a listening
tour for the Planning Staff to receive public input on the County’s General Plan which is
being amended soon. A schedule was shared, and Pete said he would post the infor-
mation.

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LOCAL AREA TRANPORTATION IMPACT PROGRAM (LATIP)— HILLANDALE

After several community meetings, further intersection specific analysis was recommend-

ed for Powder Mill Road, Elton Road and New Hampshire Avenue. Therefore the County hired
a consultant to address the issues. The bulk of the traffic evaluation is largely complete, but
the consultant is performing follow-up field verification. By the end of September, the con-
sultant anticipates finalizing the proposals to bring the intersections to within the delay
standards; this will include cost/impact analyses. More information may be found at https://
montgomerycountymd.gov/dot-dir/dev_review/whiteoak.html.
